BUTLER AND WORK 
REPORT ON WEST 


President Silent at Gathering, 
but Guests Draw- Inference 
He Will Be Candidate.

Any lingering doubt as to the in- 
tentions of Presdient Coolidge in 1928 
was dispelled from the minds of eleven 
public men who attended one of the 
familiar White House breakfasts yes- 
terday at the temporary. executive 
mansion on Dupont circle. 

It was, even among the breakfasts 
that the present chief executive has 
made noteworthy, an unusual repast 
both in the matter of food and the 
company present. Yesterday was not 
a day on which sausages, pancakes and 
maple syrup would suffice. Grape- 
fruit and bacon and eggs were added 
to the menu in honor of the occasion. 

Around ‘the matutinal board were 
seated four members of the cabinet, 
the chairman of-the Republican na- 
tional committee, two national fig- 
ur- wo themselves have heard the 
buzz of the presidential bee, and, in 
addition, virtually all of the digni- 
taries of the Republican party still in 
the city. 

Report by Chairman Butler. 

Tre gathering had been assembled, 
it develoned, as soon as the inner man 
had been refreshed, to hear a report 
on the state of the party from William 
M. Butler, just back from the West. 
It was not disclosed yesterday whether 
it was a touch of conscious or uncon- 
scious irony that accounted for the 
presence of Speaker Nicholas Long- 
worth and Senator William E. Borah, 
neither one of whom can be described 
as violently in favor of the “third 
term” movement for the present oc- 
cupant of the White House. 

The two presidential possibilieies 
were destined, however, to hear what 


the “renomination and reelection of 
Mr. Coolidge by acclamation,” which 
leads to the conclusion that no mat- 
ter what Speaker Longworth and 
Senator Borah may have thought, they 
did not disturb the peace and serenity 
of the gathering by any dissent from 
the general chorus. 

The business at hand was begun, it 
is understood, by a request.on the part 
of the President, after he had satisfied 
his hunger, that Butler “tell us about 
the party.” This was the cue for the 
chairman of the national committee to 
tell of his travels through the West 
and the conclusions that he had drawn 
therefrom. 

Yesterday afternoon it was stated at 
the White House that Butler reported 
that wherever he had gone there was 
“general satisfaction expressed with 
the course of the government at Wash- 
ington.”

7 Killed, 40 Hart. as ‘Blast IGARI 
Wrecks an Office Building | 7 * 


Attorneys, Clerks and Stenographers Lose Lives in 
Structure Used as Headquarters of Taxi Company 
in East Twenty-third Street, New York. 


New York, May 6 (By A. P.).—After 

finding seven bodies among huge con- 
crete blocks of a two-story concrete 
building which, with a mysterious ex- 
plosion, collapsed this afternoon, fa- 
tigued and drenched workers late to- 
night decided nothing more could be 
done until daylight. 
" Severely handicapped by water, which 
filled the cellar from a broken main 
and which could not be _ entirely 
fumped out by. fire engines, workers 
struggled with the wreckage until long 
after dark, aided by powerful search- 
lights mounted on an adjacent roof. 
When the search was given up for the 
night all of the 60 occupants of the 
building had been accounted for, but 
there remained the possibility that 
passersby may have been mutilated or 
drowned when the walls crumbled and 
were partly submerged.’ 

The dead are Florence Cavanaugh, 
19, stenographer; Elizabeth Lovinger, 
20, stenographer; William E. Kelleher, 
32, attorney; Charles J. Quinlan, 55, 
head of claim department; Charles Ma- 
lasky, 21, clerk, legal department; 
Frank Zurmuhlen, 26, attorney, and 
Robert O'Rourke, 25, filing clerk. 

All were employes of the Yellow 
Taxi Co., whose offices were housed in 


the East Twenty-third street building. 

Of the 40 injured, none of the 11 
who remained at the Bellevue hospital 
tonight was considered in a critical 
condition. 

When the bodies of the two quence: 
raphers, the last found, were removed 
with great difficulty, police were taxed 
to the utmost to restrain the thousands 
of spectators who had gathered from 
the tenements of the East Side and 
blackened streets, roofs and fire 
escapes, When the morgue wagon 
rolled away, a wail went up, women be- 
came hysterical, and two fainted. 

Six ambulances conveyed the injured 
to the hospital as rapidly as surgeons 
could administer first aid after they 
were brought out of the wreckage. 

The body of O’Rourke, the first to be 
recovered, was taken out two hours 
after the explosion. He had been killed 
by falling debris. Police and firemen 
then freed the bodies of Zurmuhlen 
and Kelleher. Both of whom-had been 
drowned in the flooded basement. 

While the investigation gave no clues 
as to the cause of the explosion, one 
building inspector said it might have 
been due to gasoline from the Yellow 
Taxi garage next door backing up the 
sewers to the cellar.

Pacification of Nicaragua and the end 
of factional strife there are at last in 
sight, according to official reports re- 
ceived at the State Department from 
Henry L. Stimson, who has been seek- 
ing to bring peace between President 
Diaz’s government and the followers of 
Sacasa. 

Diaz will remain as president until 
his term expires at the end of next 
year, according to the agreement 
reached by both sides after Mr. Stimson 
had made it clear that the United 
States would not imdorse an attempt to 
force him from ‘office in' favor of a 
neutral candidate. 

The program which Mr. Stimson has 
indorsed’ and which both sides are now 
understood to be willing to follow, con- 
tains eight points’ summarized by Mr. 


Stimson as follows: 


1. Complete disarmament on both 
sides. 

2. An immediate general peace to per- 
mit planting for the new crop in June. 


General Amnesty Proposed. 


3. A general amnesty to all persons in 
rebellion or exile. 

4. The return of all occupied or con- 
fiscated property to its owners. 

5. Participation in the Diaz cabinet 
by representative liberals. 

6. Organization of a Nicaraguan con- 
stabulary on a nonpartisan basis, com» 
manded by American officers. 

7. American supervision of the 1928 
election. 

8..The continuance temporarily in 
the country of a. sufficient force of 
Ameérican marines to guarantee order

‘SPEEDED N FLOOD: 
PERIL STILL GREAT 


Relief Agencies Straining 
Every Nerve to Save- 
Those in Danger. 


THOUSANDS ON RIDGE 
SOON TO BE COVERED 


Billion Dollars Called For by 
Control Association of 
Peoria, Ill. Meeting. 


New Orleans, May 6 (By A. P.).— 
While a thrilling drama of life-saving 
was unfolding across inundated north- 
eastern. Louisiana today, engineers 
directing the forces combatting the 
Mississippi flood, adopted a policy of 
watchful waiting along wide fronts 
where danger is likely to develop as the 
crest moves on to the gulf. 

Serious situations were reported in 
some of the flooded sections of the 
huge funnel between the Mississippi 
and the Ouachita rivers, but the relief 
machine was straining every nerve to 
prevent any serious loss of life. 

Reports received here from many 
sections of the flood area were that 
hundreds of persons in remote places 
were trapped in their homes. The task 
of searching them out and taking them 
to safety was the one upon which the 
rescue squadron concentrated. 

Several thousands are reported on 
Macon ridge, which probably soon will 
be swallowed up by the rushing flood 
waters, but officials expressed confi- 
dence that all of them could be re- 
moved before their refuge could be 
inundated. 


Many Towns Threatened. 


With nearly a score of towns already 
flooded, others were threatened with 
serious damage. Water in Tallulah was 
3 feet deep and rising rapidly, while 
there were 2 or 3 feet in Rayfield, 

South of Alexandria, where a threat- 
ening situation is being developed by 
the rising tide in the Red river, more 
than 100 idle men literally have been 
conscripted by the courts for levee 
work, and plantation’ owners have 
been sending large forces from their 
fields to the danger points. 

Back waters from the La Fourche 
lowlands still were battering the levees 
at Monroe, a town of 30,000 people, 
and had entered the lower sections, 
which were being evacuated. The 
water was not’ expected to get much 
higher, and it was believed the city 
would escape any serious flood. — 

Although the weight of the great 
lake to the north had set up a swift 
down-State stream, the 80-mile front 
along the Old, Red and Atchafalaya 
rivers still was being held for the pro- 
tection of the Louisiana sugar cane 
section to the south. 


No More Reports of Breaks. 


There were no reports of any addi- 
tional crevasses along the Mississippi, 
nor were any danger points detected 
by the workers and guards who are on 
watch over long stretches of the em- 
bankment.

WILBUR REOPENS CASE 


Los Angeles, May 6 (By A. P.).—Evi- 
dences of violence uncovered by a 
Baltimore physician and an under- 
taker of Ellicott City, Md., today were 
revealed as important factors in the 
reopening of the navy inquiry into the 
death of Ensign Julian J. McShane last 
October, following a party at the Cali- 
fornia Yacht club, at San Pedro. The 
reopening of, the navy investigation 
was ordered by Secretary Wilbur of 
the Navy. 

Affidavits from Dr, Hi. Warren Buck- 
ler, of Baltimore, and™“Milton H. Eas- 
ton, Ellicott City undertaker, who ex- 
amined the body of McShane wheh it 
was sent East, will be placed before 
the new navy board of inquiry by L. 
W. Frankley, attorney representing the 
officer’s mother, Mrs. Maria J. Mce- 
Shane, of Ellicott City. These affi- 
davits were obtained by Mrs. McShane 
and Arthur Johns, a New York attor- 
ney and an uncle of the ensign. 

Although McShane’s body was found 
in the water off a San Pedro pier 
three days after his death, Dr. Buck- 
ler’s affidavit declares there were in- 


dications that it had been in the: 


water only a brief time. Listing 
numerous bruises and contusions 
about the head and face, Dr. Buckler 
concluded that death was caused by 
a fractured skull. Both the physician 
and the undertaker declared they 
found injuries which had been over- 
looked by the naval authorities and 
which tended to support the mother’s 
belief that McShane was murdered. 

The first navy board of inquiry ex- 
pressed its belief that McShane’s death 
was accidental and not due to foul 
play.

Ensign McShane, at the time of his 
death, was attached to the battleship 
Tennessee. Since some members of 
the original court of inquiry are still 
aboard that ship, en route from the 
Caribbean maneuvers to San Diego, 
the new investigation will not begin 
until the Tennessee arrives at San 
Diego next week. 


Two Held in Shooting 
Of Man on Girl’s Lap 


Bradiéy Beach, N. J. May 6 (By A. 
P.).—Two men were held in bail today 
as material witnesses in the fatal shoot- 
ing of Arnold Bennett, 19, last Sunday 
morning. A mysterious bullet killed 
Bennett as he was riding on the lap of 
a girl in an automobile in Bradley 
Beach. 

The men held are Elmer Lucia and 
Samuel Citicina, drivers of two auto- 
mobiles, which passed the car in which 
Bennett was riding, about the time of 
the shooting. They revealed the name 
of the driver of a third machine for 
whom police have been searching, 
Prosecutor John J. Quinn said. Both 
were questioned immediately after the 
shooting, but police apparently then 
were satisfied with their stories.

IS HIGH, HESSE HOLDS

of Columbia is called upon to meet and 
deal with situations never presented in 
other jurisdictions. 

“The District is the permanent seat 
of the Federal government. It houses 


the chief executive officers of the gov- 
ernment and the departments and com- 
missions. During a goodly portion of 
the year members of Congress are its 
guests, and living also within its 
bounds are Ambassadors and Ministers 
of other governments with their staffs 
and domestic households. 

“It is the mecca of tourists from all 
over the world who in certain seasons 
of the year descend upon the city by 
tens of thousands. It is the center for 
conventions, many being of such a na- 
ture as to attract such a cosmopolitan 
concourse of the peoples of the earth 
as to make necessary the preparation 
and effective execution of highly elabo- 
rate and highly efficient plans for the 
rendition of that character of police 
service so necessary to the well being 
of all concerned. 

“These facts, added to the fact that 
during the social season there are nu- 
merous receptions and entertainments 
of an official, semiofficial and private 
cHaracter, all of which require a ‘spe- 
cial kind of police service, such as is 
not experienced in the same degree by 
the police administrations of other 
cities, places upon this department re- 
sponsibilities heavier and more varied 
than those that prevail in other juris- 
dictions. 

“Admittedly the police arm of a mu- 
nicipal service represents the govern- 
mental authority most essential to the 
general well being of the body politic 
for the safety of person and security of 
property. It is my belief that the cost 
should not be counted in providing the 
greatest possible measure of efficiency 
in discharging the functions necessary 
to that end, and I can not but point 
with pride to the record established 
and constantly maintained by the 
metropolitan police department of the 
District of Columbia as being a com- 
plete justification for the moneys ex- 
pended in its maintenance and opera- 
tion.” 

New York, Boston, Detroit, Cleveland 
and Newark, N. J., are named as among 
the cities showing poorer records than 
Washington for arrest of persons com- 
mitting miscellaneous felonies. 

All of these cities and, in addition, 
Chicago, Philadelphia, St. Louis and 
Buffalo are among those costing more 
per square mile for policing. 

New York, Boston, Newark and Rich- 
mond, Va., were named as costing more 
capita of population for police serv- 
ce. 

Washington has 2.43 policemen for 
every thousand inhabitants; 18.34 for 
each square mile of area, and the cost 
of the department is $5.75 per capita 
of population, whereas that of the New 
York department is $6.68, Newark, 86.44; 
Richmond, $6.22, and Boston, $5.82.

fails. Such is the theme. 

The play, as presented, is one of en- 
grossing drama. Egon Brecher, who 
essays the role of Solness, seems. to 
have been lifted, bodily, from the 
manuscript of the play. Miss Le Gal- 


lienne, the Hilda Wangel who inspires. 


the builder to higher states of perfec- 
tion, is—to have recourse to the script 
—thrilling. Espec&lly is her art mani- 
fest in the last few minutes of the 
play. Alma r does the assign- 
ment of the wife of Solness in an un- 
derstandable way. Sayre Crawley draws 
& small assignment, in which he ac- 
quits himself nobly. He is the Dr. 
Herdal of the production. Barlowe 
Borland, Ruth Wilton and Robert Ross 
are secondary roles but their 
casting is quite in keeping with the 
thought of the play. The cast is truly

League Conference Seeking to 
Adopt the American Sys- 
- tem, It Is Held. 


GREAT BUYING POWER 
OF CITIZEN IS SOLUTION 


Aversion Here to Interference 
by Government Also Is 
Called a Factor. 


— — 


Geneva, Switzerland, May 6 (By A. 
P,.).—Henry M. Robinson, head of the 
American delegation to the interna- 
tional economic confererice, in ap ad- 
dress today replied tc a declaration by 
Sir Max Muspratt, British delegate, that 
the British restrictions on the output 
of rubber did: not constitute discrimi- 
nation in favor of Great Britain. 

Sir Max had stated that the rubber 
restrictions were merely introduced to 
assure the continuous supply of raw 
material essentig] to modern industry. 
Mr. Robinson, after delivering a set 
speech outlining economic conditions 
in the United States, departed from 
hig text to refer to the rubber ques- 
tion. 

He had no intention, he said, of dis- 
cussing the difficulties involved in re- 
strictions on production under govern- 
mentel supervision, but he wanted to 
say that this British comment puzzled 
him. 


Can Not See the Point. 


“I can not clearly see,” he continued, 
“how restrictions on output could as- 
sume continuity of supply at a high 
level and prove of ultimate benefit to 
the world.” 

He wondered whether the fact that 
more than 75 per cent of the rubber 
output is consumed in a nonproducing 
country (meaning the United States) 
while the country controlling the re- 
strictions consumes only 7 per cent of 
the total supply, “might not be looked 
upon as discrimination.” 

He added that the matter was 
solving itself and, as Americans under- 
stand it, “is meeting with considerable 
———— within the (British) empire 
itself.”’ 

Mr. Robinson had told the confer- 
ence that the American people were 
profoundly interested in the peace and 
prosperity of Europe and the rest of the 
world. No nation, he said, could enjoy 
full economic activity unless other na- 
tions were prosperous. 


Seek to Adopt U. S. Plan. 


The trend of discussion in the con- 
ference thus far has shown that Europe 
seeks to adapt the successful American 
industrial system to its own needs, and 
desires to raise the standards of the 
living as in the United States; hence 
the American contribution to the dis- 
cussion created the liveliest interest. 

Without endeavoring to preach to 
Europe, Mr. Robinson outlined the 
causes Of America’s prosperity, hoping, 
he said, to help solve the problems be- 
fore the conference. 

After explaining American progress 
in the rationalization of industry, m- 
cluding stabiltzation, standardization 
and simplification, he said the princi- 
pal factor of American prosperity was 
the high purchasing power of the in- 
cividual citizen. This contributed 
largely to the well-being of Europe and 
the world generally through heavy pur- 
chases and investments abroad. 

He explained that the development 
of transportation and the application 
of mechanism in industrial production 
have increased the nation’s productive 
power, which in turn increased the 
consuming power of the people and im- 
proved the position of the workers in 
wages, hours, general working | condi» 
tions, standard of living and educa- 
tion.

New York, May 6 (By A. P.).-Abra- 
ham Scharlin and James Taylor, held 
by kidnapers for ransom and freed at 


ransom being paid, were held prison- 
ers in a house in Forty-seventh street, 
Brooklyn, police Inspector Coughlin 
announced after an all-day search of 
Brooklyn neighborhoods, 

With Scharlin and Taylor assisting, 
police detectives systematically exam- 


ined houses in the vicinity of .New/ 


Utrecht avenue and Fifty-fifth street, 
Brooklyn, success finally rewarding 
their efforts late in the day. 

Announcement of the release of the 
two captives was made by the police 
and the story of their forced confine- 
ment remained.to be told. Relatives 
of Schlearin had been: bombarded by 
telephone calla from members of the 
kidnaping gang demand sums 
starting at $400,000 and revised down- 
ward until the last figure quoted for 
his release was $40,000. 

The two men were freed after Joseph 
Marcus had been shot and killed by a 
patrolman and David Berman and 
Charles Kraemer arrested yesterday. 
Berman was with Marcus when he was 
shot, after both were said to have 
drawn pistols on detectives near Cen- 
tral Park. Kraemer’s arrest followed 
upon the discovery in Marcus’ pockets 
of five checks for $3,000 each signed 


by Taylor and payable to Kraemer, Po-| Pt 


lice said Marcus went-to the house 
where Scharlin and- Taylor were held 
yesterday and forced Taylor to sign the 
checks. 

Seven in the Gang. 


Police said they believe that there 
were seven persons in the kidnaping 
gang, most of them from Chicago, and 
that the abduction of Scharlin and 
Taylor was the first step in operations 
in New York on an extensive scale. 

Inspector Coughlin said that before 
Berman came to New York he was as- 
sociated in Chicago with “Scarface” Ca- 
pone, He believed the two disagreed 
and Berman transferred his headquar- 
ters to New York. Marcus, the police 
said, had a long criminal record. 

Scharlin was kidnaped at Seventy- 
second street and Broadway, police said. 

Taylor was captured ‘first, being seized 
near his home on the evening of April 
28 by four armed men and thrust into 
an automobile. 

Before he was taken to the Brook- 
lyn address, Taylor said, he was forced 
to telephone to Scharlin asking him to 
come to the Broadway corner. When 
Scharlin arrived, he was surrounded by 
the armed band and forced into an- 
other car. 

At. the Brooklyn house they were 
handcuffed to each other, shackled by 
their ankles and told that they would 
be killed unless ransom money “is 
received from your relatives.”’ 

At 3 o’clock this morning the prison- 
ers were awakened by two guards who 
had been with them and told them 
“The work is in. We can’t keep you 
no more.” 

One of the captors tore away ad- 
hesive tape, which had kept the eyes 
of Scharlin and Taylor blinded to their 
Surroundings, and the four left the 
house. 

Although told to “keep your eyes in 
front” both men said they stole fur- 
tive looks about them and saw enough 
to recognize the place when they 
glimpsed it again. 

Although the guards had told them 
they were to go to Jamaica by auto- 
mobile they went instead to East Fifth 
street where each was given $3 with 
the explanation, “it’s a taxi fare.” They 
were cautioned to “keep walking in the 
opposite: direction and don’t holler. 
The first cab you see, take it. We're 
sorry to have put you to a little incon- 
venience.” 

They followed the advice and boarded 
the first cab to come along, drove to 
their homes and notified the police. 

Scharlin and Taylor were shown a 
photograph of the slain Joseph Marcus 
and both identified it as a likeness 
of the leader of the band.

3,032. The number of refugees in 
Louisiana increases hourly, but the 
number reported last night was 
22,748.

Health Work Progresses. 


Memphis, Tenn., May 6 (By A. P.).— 
More than 100,000 of the 173,566 refu- 
gees in the 60 concentration camps 
within the seven States of the Mis- 
sissippi valley flood area have been im- 
munized with typhoid and smallpox 
vaccine. 

With a small scattering of new cases 
of both diseases reported to Dr. Will- 
jam Redden, medical director of the 
Red Cross, today efforts were made to 
hasten vaccination for all persons in 
the flood zone, since the recession of 
waters is expected to accentuate dan- 
gers from disease. 


Vaccination has been extended to 
reach those persons not in refugee 
camps, but who have elected to remain 
in their flooded homes or in places of 
security within flooded towns, 

Meanwhile the Red Cross, fearing 
that levees on the Atchafalaya river, 
in south central Louisiana, may break 
under the strain of flood waters from 
the Mississippi river crevasses, moved 
to establish -new relief area centers in 
the parishes of St. Martinsburg and St. 
Landry 

Advised by residents of those par- 
ishes that a break in the levees seemed 
only a matter of time, Henry M. Baker, 
national director of disaster relief for 
the Red Cross, ordered supplies rushed 
to the section where the relief work will 
be undertaken chiefly by local chap- 
ters of the organization. Between 8,000 
and 10,000 refugees were expected in 
‘St. Martinsville and St. Landry should 
the levees yield. 

No new estimates on the number of 
persons receiving aid from the Red 
Cross were available today, but it was 
stated that last night’s figure of 323,837 
had been boosted considerably by the 
new influx of refugees to Louisiana 
centers.

Liberals Say Stimson 
Threatened Use of Force 


Managua, Nicaragua, May 6 (By. A. 
P.).—President Coolidge considers the 
retention of Adolfo Diaz as constitu- 


tional president of Nicaragua as a 
question of “honor and prestige” and 
is prepared to authorize the American 
marines here forcibly to disarm those 
of: the warring groups in Nicaragua un- 
willing to lay down their arms, the 
liberal peace delegates today announced 
they have been informed by Henry L. 
Stimson, President Coolidge’s personal 
representative. 

The liberal delegates, in a statement 
given to the Associated Press, declared 
that Mr. Stimson informed them that if 
the liberals would not accept the con- 
dition tnat President Diaz complete his 
term, which ends in 1928, “the marine 
forces under Rear Admiral Latimer 
would proceed forcibly to disarm the 
liberal troops.” 

The statement said that the liberals 
would not accept this condition and ex- 
pressed the fear that if any attempt 
should be made by the marines under 
present conditions to disarm liberal sol- 
diers, fighting would result. 

Gen. Jose Moncada, commander in 
chief of the liberal forces, before leav- 
ing this morning for his headquarters 
after the peace conference, said that 
since he had been informed that the 
United States would force the disarma- 
ment of his men, he was prepared to 
advise them to lay down their arms as 
it was useless to attempt to fight the 
United States. 

In support of their claim that Mr. 
Stimson threatened the use of force to 
disarm the liberals, if necessary, the 
liberal statement included the text of 
a letter received by Gen. Moncada from 
Mr. Stimson, stating that “the forces 
of the United States will be authorized 
to accept the custody of the arms of 
those willing. to lay them down, includ- 
ing the government’s, and disarm 
forcibly those who will not do so,” 

The statement continues with a pro- 
test against the imposition of a cessa- 
tion of hostilities “at this moment 
when our army is victorious and at the 
verge of the capital door,” and, con- 
cluding, adds: 

“We declare that the Sacasa govern- 
ment (set up by-former Vice President 
Juan B. Sacasa at Puerto Cabezas) and 
the liberal party can not accept the 
conditions imposed by Gen, Stimson as 
they involve the honor and dignity of 
our republic and Wwe decline in advance 
all responsibility for subsequent events. 

“The delegates of President Sacasa 
have delivered a protest to Gen. Stim- 
son and have informed President Sacasa 
of the situation, telling him that the 
attitude of the liberal army, however, 
will be decided in accord with the deci- 
sion of his military chiefs, but we be- 
lieve at this moment, considering the 
spirit of his constitutional forces, the 
marines under Admiral Latimer will 
have to fight to disarm the liberal 
troops.”

WAS CONDUCTING TESTS 
FOR ANOTHER BIG WAR 


Hater of Strife, He Still Gave 
Country Many of Its Best 
Forms of Munitions. 


Lake Hopatcong, N. J., May 6 (By A. 
P.).—Hudson Maxim, inventor, died at 
his home this afternoon. He was 74 
years of age and had been suffering 
from anemia and stomach trouble for 
the last two months. 


Hudson Maxim, inventor of more 
“concentrated destruction” in the form 
of high explosives, smokeless powder 
and automobile torpedoes than any 
other man in the United States, was, 
nevertheless, a life-long hater of war. 

Two of Maxim’s discoveries in his 
experiments with high explosives may 
be said in a large measure to have rev- 
olutionized modern warfare. They 
were the first smokeless powder made 
in America and the first to be adopted 
by the United States government; and 
“‘maximite,” the first high explosive 
bursting charge ever successfully em- 
ployed in armor-piercing~ projectiles. 
In addition to these, he also invented 
a steam-propelled torpedo and perfect- 
ed a high-velocity rifle shell with a 
speed of a mile a second. 


Started as a Publisher. 


As a young man he first decided 
upon the printing an@ publishing busi- 
ness as a career, and spent five years 
in this work at Pittsfield, Mass. In 
i888 he sold out and began experiment- 
ing with explosives and ordnance. In 
1890 he built a dynamite factory and 
smokeless powder mill at Maxim, N. J., 
a place nam for him, and coop- 
eration with Dr, Robert C. Schupphaus 
perfected the powder later adopted by 
the United States government. 

It was in connection with this inven- 
tion that. the strife between Hudson 
Maxim and his brother, Sir Hiram Ste- 
vens Maxim, first came to light. Hud- 
son Maxim, whose baptismal name was 
Isaac, had dropped this name early in 
life and assumed that of Hudson 
Maxim. Sir Hiram, inventor of the 
Maxim gun, later accused his younger 
brother of attempting to set up a com- 
pany in New York by misrepresenting 
himself as.“H. Maxim,” inventor of the 
gun. The controversy continued for a 
number of years, whereupon Hudson 
Maxim issued a statement to the ef- 
fect that he never had invented a gun 
and never intended to. The brothers 
were unable to reconcile their differ- 
énces, however, and remained enemies 
for more than twenty years.

Annapolis, Md., May 6.—Judge Rob- 
ert Moss in Anne Arundel circuit court 
today again attacked the lax enforce- 
ment of the “dry” laws in Annapolis,

PEACE IN NICARAGUA. 
Peace in Nicaragua has been accom- 


: plished by Henry L. Stimson, as the re- 


sult of a heart-to-heart talk with Gen. 
Moncada, Sacasa’s minister of war and 
commander in chief. Gen. Moncada, while 
concurring with the Sacasa envoys in 
refusing to make terms with the Diaz 
government on the basis of liberal repre- 
sentation in the present administration, 


'. declared that further hostilities meant 
that the liberals would run afoul of the 
United States marines. “We are forced 
*. by a greater power to cease our fight,” 
said Gen. Moncada, “‘but as peace will be 
the result, I shall devote my effort te 


help in restoring order, so that the lib- 


~ erals may, gain legitimate and honest 


control in’ the 1928 elections, which will 


- be supervised by the United States.” 


Thus ends the insane attempt by the 
Calles government of Mexico to carry on 


-: war against the United States by financ- 
ins and arming a revolution in Nicaragua. 
» Sacasa was nothing other than a tool of

++ the Mexicans. 


He did not hesitate to 
sacrifice the lives of his countrymen in 
an attempt to overthrow constitutional 
government at the behest of foreigners. 


: All the life lost in Nicaragua is charge-

f they could not have gained by remaining 


at peace. If they preponderate in Nica- 


"| ragua they are entitled to control the

The restoration of peace in Nicaragua

ment .by the United States would 
probably have prevented any bloodshed.

Mexico, and its object was not merely to 
overturn Diaz but to destroy American 
interests and to establish communistic 
governments throughout Central America 
under Mexican hegemony.

THE LITTLE FELLOW WINS. 


The Department of Justice announces the 
settlement of another of those cases of 
prosecution of “combination in restraint of 
trade” about which so much has been said 
since the enactment of the Sherman antitrust 
act. In this case an organization of jewelers 
in California which called itself the “Eighteen 
Karat club” was formed for the sole purpose, 
apparently, of driving out of business the ‘‘up- 
stairs stores’? and the price cutters. This was 
to have been accomplished by-the bull-dozing 
process of threatening the manufacturers and 
wholesale dealers with the loss of the trade 
of the club if they continued to sell to the 
“little fellows.” watt , 

Indictments were found against the club in 
the United States court for the southern dis- 
trict of California a year ago, the members 
being charged with combining and conspiring 
to eliminate competition. 

Upon submission to the court the cases were 
disposed of by the acceptance of pleas of 
nolo contendere, which being translated into 
plain vernacular means “‘We don’t-admit our 
guilt, but are ready to stand the gaff,” and 
the gaff in this instance was in the form of 
fines against each of the defendant members 
of the club to the aggregate amount of $26,- 
850, which fines were paid, a ‘‘consent decree” 
having been entered by District Judge James 
in Los Angeles, 

The- members consented to dissolve the club 
and to refrain from forming any such unlawful 
association in the future. 

Having succeeded in bringing the unlawful 
practices to an end, the Department of Justice 
has ordered the cases nolle prossed, and will 
let it go at that. 

— — 


PAY OF JURORS. 


In every jurisdiction judges are. confronted 
with the disinclination of citizens of intelli- 
gence to serve as jurors.’ This is no new con- 
dition, but has been the subject of complaint 
for many years. The excuses given are vari- 
ous, but the principal one is that the wage 
earner, whether he be of the “overall” or 
“white collar” type, can ill afford to neglect 
his work to serve the State, often for periods 
of several weeks at a time, for the compensa- 
tion allowed. 

It is a notorious fact that the pay of jurors 
is altogether out of proportion to the impor- 
tance of the service rendered. Judges, attor- 
neys, bailiffs and all other court officers are 
compensated far more generously than are the 
twelve men who are compelled to sit for hours, 
and frequently for weeks at a time, listening 
to evidence of witnesses and arguments of 
counsel, with the result that the best class 
of citizens invariably evade their “‘civic duties” 
whenever they can possibly frame an excuse 
for doing so. 

Justice Strong, of the supreme court of the 
State of New York, points out that jury service 
is now left to men who are either too poor or 
too ignorant to get themselves excused from 
service. He says that workers who are paid 
by the day suffer real hardship and sometimes 
lose their situations because of service on 
juries. The justice proposes as a partial 
remedy that instead of the pittance of $3 asa 


day’s pay the compensation be increased to $8. 


Then if some plan can be devised by the court 
officers themselves whereby the time of jurors 
may be conserved, the solution of the difficult 
problem will be simplified to a great extent. 
Recently the courts of New York have been 


forced to adjourn because of the failure of 


talesmen to respond to the summons of the 
sheriff to appear for service. Threats of heavy 
fines for disobedience to the summons are 
often ignored because the workmen who have 
been named prefer to risk a possible fine rather 
than the certainty of the loss of a month’‘s 
wages or salary. 

It % believed, too, that the character of 
juries will be greatly improved with the re- 
moval of the hard financial conditions that 
confront men of family who are summoned 
for jury service.

HAVE A CIGARETTE! 


Very few readers of newspapers stop to 
analyze the statistics that are ‘“‘released’”’ from 
time to time by the various departments of 
the government. Few readers in Washington, 
for example, care for the figures of marriage 
and divorce in New Jersey, and fewer still will 
pay the slightest attention to the “financial 
statistics of the city government of. Newton, 
Mass.,’” which’ will be released for publication 
next Wednesday. 7 

Occasionally, however, there issues from 
one of the Federal bureaus a statement, purely 
statistical, that furnishes food for thought. 
One of these documents came from the bureau 
of interndl revenue and is released this morn- 
ing. It is devoted to the receipts from taxes 
on. cigars, cigarettes, manufactured . tobacco 
and snuff. It shows that during the five years 
ended on June 30 last there was a steady in- 
crease in the revenue from this source. 

In spite of the fact that the revenue act of 
1926 reduced the tax on cigars and repealed 
the special tax on manufactures of tobacco of 
all classes, the total revenue from tobacco 
taxes for the first nine months of this fiscal 
year was slightly in excess of the collections 
for the nine months which ended March 31, 
1926... The decrease in receipts from cigar 
and tobacco taxes during the period was 
$16,687,098, but the increased revenue from 
cigarette taxes was $16,753,668. Right there 
is where the statistics become interesting.

TRAFFIC DIRECTOR HARLAND, 

After having spent more than a month in 
a careful and painstaking canvas of the rec- 
ord of more than 50 applicants for the posi- 
tion of director of traffic.of the District, the 
commissioners have appointed to the post 
William H, Harland, senior signal engineer of 
the bureau of signals and train control de- 
‘vices of the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
An inspection of the record of Mr. Harland’s 
career brings to light the fact that since 
School days his interest has been in matters 
electrical. He has had a great deal of ex- 
perience with signal devices of one sort or 
another, not only in their installation and 
maintenance, but in their construction as well. 

Mr. Harland ‘seems to be peculiarly well 
fitted for the task now confronting the office 
of the traffic director. Electrical traffic con- 
tro] devices have proved so satisfactory here 
and elsewhere that their increased use in the 
‘future is assured. Washington’s signal sys- 
tem is only partly installed, and as the need 
develops the system must be carried through 
to completion. : - 

Local commercial organizations have made 
a demand that a thorough survey of traffic 
conditions and needs be made before the 
lights are carried to other streets. This is a 
reasonable request. As a trained electrical 
signal engineer, Mr. Harland should be able 
to carry through the survey in short order 
and thus get the stage set for the early ex- 
pansion of the system. 


REVIVING “MERRIE ENGLAND.” 


At a recent meeting at Pwliheli David Lloyd 
George told his Welsh audience that 40 years 
ago there were 5,000 workers laboring on the 
land in Carnarvonshire and that today there 
are only 3,000. Agriculture has therefore de- 
clined in that county and the same lamentable 
tale of land going out of cultivation has to be 
told, not of Carnarvonshire alone, but also of 
all parts of Great Britain, while the younger 
men and women, forced out by stern necessity, 
are migrating in large numbers to seek em- 
ployment in the already congested and over- 
crowded cities and towns. Town and country 
are thus, he contended, vitally concerned in 
the success of his land scheme, by which he 
hopes to put agriculture, now so shockingly ill- 


treated through lack of system, lack of capital 


and lack of encouragement, back in its pris- 
tine place of the greatest. of British industries. 
It is a gigantic undertaking, but it is being 
tackled with characteristic Georgian enthu- 
siasm and pushfulness and the progress made 
in a comparatively short time by the former 
prime minister in winning public opinion over 
to his ideas of agricultural reform has‘astound- 
ed friends and foes alike. ; 

In the meantime, other plans are being 
earnestly tried. to make the denizens of coun- 
try places in Britain more contented with their 
lot. One of the great drawbacks of life in rural 
areas is the drabness, grayness, dreariness and 
monotony which beset it. The automobile and 
the telephone have already to some extent off- 
set these disadvantages. Women’s institutes 
have also been set up—not before they were 
badly needed—and now these various auxil- 
jaries are to be reenforeed by the establish- 
ment of dramatic societies to provide recrea- 
tion for the winter evenings. 

A few weeks ago 200 men and women, many 
of them from country villages, were brought 
to London to attend a “producers’ school,” at 
which they were taught how to produce plays 
with amateur performers on an improvised 
stage. It is an extension, and a valuable one, 
of the Little theater movement. It is con- 
fidently anticipated that each of those students 
will be able to give that touch of expertness to 
a local dramatic: society .which can make the 
acting of plays an interesting occupation for 
their respective communities. .. 

Such activities, tending as they do to keep 


the people on the land, can scarcely fail to be 


a powerful assistance to the great plan of re- 
form which Lloyd George is now so earnestly 
advocating. .

Protecting American Lives in America. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: Can 
any one in Washington inform me why 
warships and regiments are sent, to 
China, where one American has been 
killed, and yet in our own country, 
where Americans are killed by tens of 
thousands and wounded by hundreds 
of thousands every year by speeding 
automobiles, our government does 
nothing effectual to protect us from 
mutilation and death? 

I judge that I have a right to make 
this inquiry, because I, myself, was 
knocked down three times by automo- 
biles on the streets of Chicago in less 
than a year. In the last of these “ac- 
cidents” (November, 1926) I was very. 
nearly killed. I sustained upon that 
occasion, from a recklessly. speeding 
automobile, five broken ribs and other 
injuries, from which I still suffer. 

With the deepest respect for the 
United States government at Washing- 
ton, I venture to suggest the passing 
of a Federal law absolutely prohibiting 
the manufacture of automobiles for 
use upon the public streets and high- 
ways capable of sttaining a speed dan- 
gerous to human life. If such a law 
had been passed twenty years ago hun- 
dreds of thousands of human lives 
would have been spared and a million 
men, women and children, who are now 
cripples for life, would have been sound 
and well.

The Market Guide| 


Another week draws to a close—with 
a few changes to be noted in the food 
world that.can not fail to produce 
among homemakers an increased in- 


terest in market offerings. In brief, 
prices are dropping noticeably while 
the majority of foods advance in the 
state of their perfection. Early corn, 
that first appeared in the food stalls 
at a prohibitive figure and in very 
poor condition, is coming to market in 
splendid condition -how, well filled ears 
that are sweet, and selling at three for 
26c. This.price holds with the price 
of last week but the condition of the 
product is decidely better. Alligator 
ears, although still decidely high at 
0 and 60c each, are better than they 
have been and will continue to im- 
prove as the summer advances and the 
price lowers. Cantaloup has put in its 
initial appearance and although small, 
the fruit is well flavored and may be 
indulged in if one is willing. to part 
with the necessary 35c per fruit that 
they are bringing now. - String beans 
from North Carolina are slightly high 
at 25c the pound, but may be said to 
be good Eggplant is very good at this 
t:me, with smooth clear skin and not 
unreasonable at 25 to 50c for the gen- 
erous plants that are offered. Pine- 
apples that come to us from far away 
Hawaii and from. Porto Rico are as 
good as they will ever be and 40c each 
for the smaller ones and 50c for the 
larger. Considering the fact that I 
have paid 25c for this same size pine- 
apple in the heart of the town on the 
island of Oahu that, is called Honolulu, 
from whence these strange apples come 
—I do not consider 40 cents bad for 
Washington. 

Caulifiower—unless we are passion- 
ately fond of this vegetable—has about 
served its purpose for this season. It is 
not sufficiently tempting in its present 
poor state to be very worth while at 
from 35c to 60c the head. Tomatoes 
are still high at 20c the pound, but are 
very good regardless of their cost. 

Guinea hens are to be seen at some 
of the poultry stalls, and bring $1.25 
each, weighing from a pound and a 
half to two pounds. Fancy brisket of 
corned beef that has had the bone re- 
moved and been rolled is bringing 25c 


meat over the ribs that appeats to run 
in lengthwise strips because of the tis- 
sue that separates the muscles of this 
plate meat—brings 15c the pound. It 
is to<«be corned beef weather soon; 
these prices possibly may. be of interest 
to many of us. Calves’ hearts seem 
plentiful and sell for 15c. Home-killed 
lamb seems to have taken a temper- 
mental turn this past week, and whole- 
sale prices have advanced sufficiently 
to rob many of the market men of all 
interest in stocking this delicacy. 
Theirs, in most cases, is to be the loss 
however, as the general opinion of mar- 
ket men seems to be that those who 
stocked it at all would sell it for the 65c 
that it has been bringing. 

Prime rib of beef, than which there 
is no better beef, is to be had at an 
even lower figure than when last quot- 
ed, if my memory serves me correctly. 
It sells this week-end at 40c the pound. 


Shad roe has reduced its importance 


Soft crabs, possibly affected by weather 
conditions, are now 25c and 30c rather 
than their previous 25c Small spring 
broilers are bringing 50c the pound 
now, a drop of 10c over the last quota- 
tion. Rock and bluefish are two forms 
of seafood that are of interest at this 
time, retailing at 40c the pound. And 
spinach, lest I forget about it, is to be 
had now from the Norfolk spring crop,

We are to have today a recipe for 
rhubarb conserve: for Mrs. F. G. F. 
There is a conserve of rhubarb and 
figs combined that I should like to give 
also. It has always seerned to me that 
rhubarb as a thing by itself is not pos- 
sessed of sufficient substance to be en- 
tirely satisfactory as a conserve. Con- 
serves should have rather a firmness. 
Here are both of the recipes for rhu- 
barb after the fashion of conserve. 


Rhubarb. With Figs. 


Wash a pound of figs that have been 
cut up in small pieces and soak them 
for an hour and a half. Cut 5 pounds 
of rhubarb into small pieces and add 


to it 4 pounds of sugar and the figs and 
the water in which they have been 
soaked. Boil this combination of ma- 
terials for about.an hour, or until the 
mixture becomes very thick. Put into 
containers and seal. 


Rhubarb Conserve. 


Wash 4 pounds of rhubarb, remov- 
ing the skin if it is old and tough, but 
allowing it to remain if it is of good 
color and tender. Cut it in small 


tle and add to it 5 pounds of sugar, 
three-fourths pound ey seeded raisins, 
the grated rind of two oranges and one 
lemon and the juice of the fruits that 
have been strained. Mix these in- 
gredients well and let stand for three- 
quarters of an hour, after which time 
they are to be brought slowly to the 
boiling point. Cook very slowly for 45 
minutes, stirring almost all of the time, 
as this mixture scorches easily. Fill 
Jelly glasses when it has cooled ‘and 


I have chosen for’ our.menu today a 
dish that you may consider anything 
but a dish for a Sunday dinner-~—and 
yet. it ls by change—by a departure 
from the usual—that we are able to 
keep our appetites from a jaded state 
as we eat our way through life. If we 
do not care for these “chops” or cut- 
lets, as they are also known, for Sun- 
day dinner we may set the menu aside 
and substitute a roast of lamb or of 
beef in place of the lobster and in that 
case, for dessert, may I suggest straw- 
berry ice cream. : 


Lobster Chops. 


(Lobster chops may be made with 
fresh or canned lobster, and if the fresh 
product is used it must equal in quan- 
tity the amount found in a can of 
lobster. We shall base this recipe on 
the canned variety, to simplify our 
description by cutting down our 
volume of words.) 

Cut a can of lobster in small pieces 
and add to it a teaspoon of salt, one 
of mustard (dry) and a bit of cayenne 
pepper. Add next to this mixture a 
cup of hot white sauce—that is, thick 
white sauce that has been made with 
& generous amount of butter. After 
the sauce has beem added to the 
lobster and cooled somewhat beat into 
it the whipped yolks of three eggs. 
Turn on to the platter and when cold 
enough to handle shape this material 
into little, chop-shaped patties—dip in 
egg and crumbs and fry in deep fat. 
Drain on a brown paper and serve pip- 
ing hot garnished with parsley. 
Custard Cake (An old recipe, 1860). 
One cup of flour, one cup of. sugar, 
one-half cup of ‘butter, three eggs, 
one-third cup of milk, one and a half 
teaspoons of baking powder and a 
pinch of salt. This makes two cakes, 
which must be split and filled with 
custard. 


Custard for Cake. 


One. cup of sugar, three eggs and a 
pint of milk. Add to these butter 
the size of a walnut and flavor with 
Vanilla. Cook in a double -botler until 
‘hickened. Chill and serve with cake.

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HOW TO KEEP WELL

PROTECTING CHILDREN 
FROM TUBERCULOSIS. 

R. S. A. KNOPF, speaking to the 
French Medical society at Mon- 
treal, advised the following meth- 

ods for protecting children from tu- 
berculosis: 

People withsactive tuberculosis should 
eople who have had tuber- 
cylosis and have recovered may marry, 


‘provided they will not have children 


for about two years. During this in- 
terval the consumption may relight. If 
it does there should be no children. If 


' it does not, bearing children is reason- 


ably safe. 

If a pregnant woman develops tuber- 
culosis she should have the best sani- 
tarium care possible for several months 
before and after the birth of her baby. 
A mother with active tuberculosis 
should not breast feed her baby. Babies 
should be removed from homes where 
there is a case of active tuberculosis. 


Dr. Knopf approved of creche operat- 
ed in New York city, by reason of the 
interest of Mrs. H. M. Biggs. This 
hursery keeps babies during the day- 
time.

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consumption and mothers who must 
work in order to support the family. 

Dr. Knopf is hopeful that the Cal- 
mette plan of vaccinating babies 
against consumption may become avail- 
able in this country. Calmette and his 
associates have vaccinated many thou- 
sand babies, principally in France. It 
consists in giving vaccine by mouth to 
the newly born babies of tuberculous 
parents. 

Dr. Knopf says the method is harm- 
less. One vaccination made soon after 
birth protects the child until it is 3 
years old. Two additional vaccinations 
may carry it in safety through the 
years of childhood. To prevent infec- 
tion by milk from tuberculosis cows 
he advises: “All cows should be tuber- 
culin tested at regular intervals and 
all tubercular animals taken from the 
various herds. 

If purity of the milk is in doubt it 
should be sterilized, and orange and 
tomato juice should be added to the 
milk, to supplant the vitamines de- 
stroyed by the sterilization.” 


All children should have plenty of 
sunlight. If the sun does not get an 
adequate chance the children should be 
supplied with some form of artificial 
light. Sunlight is superior to the light 
from lamps, but in its absence there are 
several lamps that supply light that 
are a satisfactory substitute. 

Growing children need an abundance 
of simple, wholesome food. Especially 
do they need a midday meal which in- 
cludes warm soup, milk and bread,

fortunately not every one can grow 

them in his garden without a bit 
of preliminary work.

So if you are to grow them well, good 
soil, plenty of sunlight, moisture and 
room are the requirements. 

Buy good sturdy roses from a reput- 
able grower who guarantees what he 
sells, for it is too bad to be disappoint- 
ed after all the work, as is often the 
case when we rely on bargains. Roses 
are sold both on their own roots and 
grafted on Austrian brier. The graft- 
ed ones are considered by many to be 
far the best, provided, of course, that

the grafts are well made and the root 


growth sturdy. Grafted plants may 
sometimes send up suckers from the 
root stock, which should be promptly 
cut off below the soil level. 


In planting roses care should be 
observed to get the bud joint just be- 
low the soil,,. which will: help prevent 
suckers from starting. The . bushes 
should be cut back go as to leave two 
or three buds for development.

It occasioned little surprise that Til- 
den outmaneuvered and outserved 
Froitzheim, but the additional circum- 
stance of Hunter’s disposal of Land- 
mann in three straight sets was a blow 
which tennis association officials ad- 
mitted “was pretty sad.”

One of ‘Tex Rickard’s heavy- 

weight elimination semifinals 
went to- court today and the other en- 
countered fresh difficulties in the of- 
fices of the New York State athletic 
commission. 

While Federal Judge Henry W. God- 
dard reserved decision on the motion of 
Walter A. Taylor, Cleveland promoter, 
to enjoin Rickard from staging the 
Jimmy Maloney-Jack Sharkey match at 
the Yankee stadium May 19, the com- 
mission turned deaf ears for the pres- 
ent to the plea of Paulino Uzcudun for 
reinstatement. The Spaniard already 
has been tentatively matched to face 
Jack Dempsey in, the former cham- 
pion’s scheduled. come-back effort at 
the stadium July 9. 


Judge Goddard asked attorney’s 
for Taylor to submit briefs to sup- 
port the Cleveland. promoter’s con- 
tention that Matoney is bound by 
an iron-clad agreement to fight 
Johnny Risko in Cleveland before 
the match here. 


Taylor’s contract called for the bout 
on or before. May 1. Maloney not only 
failed to carry out the contract, but 
refused also to set a future date for the 
match, Taylor contends. 

‘Rickard’s counsel will submit briefs 
to show that the contract no longer 
binds Maloney because of. payment to 
Taylor of $1,000 as “settlement in fyll” 
under a forfeiture clause in the agree- 
ment, Decision is expected next week. 

After examining documentary evi- 
dence and hearing the stories of Paul- 
ino and one of his business advisers, 
Al Mayer, the boxing commission de- 
cided it was justified last week in ban- 
ning the Spaniard at the request of 
the Massachusetts board.

FENNING ASKS RELIEF 
+ FROM GRABOSKY FUND 


Demand Made of Supreme 
Court; Resignation as Com- 
mittee Accepted. 


Frederick A. Fenning, former District 


Commissioner and committee for nu- 
merous lunatics, petitioned the Court 
of Appeals yesterday for a writ of 
mandamus to compel the District Su- 
preme court to relieve him of the as- 
sets of the estate of Joe Grabosky, 
amounting to about $13,774. 

It appears from the petition that the 
lower court. has accepted the resigna- 
tion of Fenning as the committee for 
Grabosky and that a final account has 
been submitted to a special auditor. 
It also appears from the petition that 
the lower court once appointed the 
Baltimore Trust Co. to take over the 
estate, Grabosky having been sent to 
the Veterans’ Bureau hospital at Perry 
Point, Md. Later, it is stated, the order 
appointing the Baltimore Trust Co. was 
set aside, leaving Fenning holding the 
estate, but with no authority to do 
anything with it. 

Grabosky was adjudged insane March 
4, 1909, Fenning says. Last Septem- 
ber the veterans’ bureau asked to have 
Grabosky transferred from St. Eliza- 
beth’s hospital to Perry Point and the 
request was granted. After Fenning 
resigned as committee the court ap- 
pointed Horace T. Jones, of the vet- 
erans’ bureau, as temporary guardian 
On April 25, Penning 
says, he asked permission to deposit the 
assets of the estate into the registry of 
the court, but the court only went so 
far as to appoint Jones.

Execution of Convicted Assail- 
ant May Be Delayed by 
Appeal. 


FOUR NOW AWAIT DEATH 


Philip Jackson, negro, was sentenced 


| yesterday by Justice Adolph A. Hoeh- 


ling in criminal court to die July 1 
in the electric chair for a felonious as- 
sault committed by him on Mrs, Daisy 
Welling in the Capitol grounds on the 
night of February 18. The jury which 


convicted Jackson iécommended the 
death penalty. The sentence was im- 
posed following an order of the court 
overruling the motion of his counsel, 
John H. Wilson, for a new trial. 
Jackson remained mute when Clerk 
Harry B. Dertzbaugh asked him if he 
had anything to say why the sentence 
of the law should not be pronounced. 
Attorney Wilson noted an appeal, but

Children Suffering From 
Throat Infection.

ton, in an address before the confer- 
ence of the National Federation of Day 
Nurseries, concluding its sessions at the 
Mayflower hotel. Dr. Foote was intro- 
duced by Mrs. Hermann M. Biggs, pres- 
ident of the organization, who presided 

Urging that additional precautions 
be adopted to insure young boys and 
girls between 2 and 6 years old, who 
attend day nurseries, against the men- 
ace of colds, Dr. Foote pointed out that 
serious ill health and sometimes. death 
may result from laxity in this regard. 
Isolation of children suffering from 
slight infections of the nose or throat 
and segregation to prevent spreading 
of a cold which may develop into pneu- 
monia, were among the remedies sug- 
gested by the physician. 

Eruptions and rashes of the skin at- 
tract attention and consequently scar- 
let fever, chicken pox and similar dis- 
eases are promptly -attended to, 
Foote stated, whereas colds are fre- 


quently neglected until the evils at- |. 


tending them have caused trouble. Dr 
S. Josephine Baker, of New York, also 
delivered a brief talk on health prob- 
lems confronting the day nurseries, and 
detailed methods for their solution.

RECOMMENDATION MADE 
TO SECRETARY MELLON 


Committee Believes Reloca- 
tion Would Reduce Traffic 
Congestion at Point. 


Change in the projected location of 
the Department of Justice building 
from the southeast corner of Fifteenth 
street and Pennsylvania avenue to a 
point. further east along the south side 
of Pennsylvania avenue, was formally 
recommended to Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Mellon yesterday by a special com- 
mittee stuyding means for relieving traf- 
fic congestion resulting from construc- 
tion of Federal buildings on the triangle 
north of the Mall and south of Pennsy!- 
vania avenue between Fifteenth and 
Third st eets. 

The committee, composed of Frederis 
L. Olmsted, Brookline, Mass., and Mil- 
ten B. Medary, Philadelphia, members 
of the National Capital park and plan- 
ning commission; Charles Moore, fine 
arts commission, and Louis Simon, 
Treasurv official, stated, in its opinion, 
the space between Fourteenth and Fif- 
teenth streets, Pennsylvania avenue and 
B streets, should be used by the Com- 
merce Department structure alone, and 
that the Justice building be relocated 
further east, in crder to reduce traftic 
congestion resulting from erection of 
the two structures in this area. 


Triangle Studied. 


It also recommended a further study 
of the development of the Pennsylvania 
avenue-Fifteenth street intersection 
which would insure improved traffic 
conditions, and a dignified treatment 
of the western end of the Federal build- 
ing triangle. 

The recommendations will probably 
receive first consideration today by 
Treasury Department officials and then 
by National Capital park and planning 
commissioners in session Monday. 

Treatment of the approaches of the 
projected M street bridge in George- 
town will be considered at the next 
meeting of the commission of fine arts 
May 27 

A second inspection will be made of 
the second model for the Navy-Marine 
memorial for East Potomac park re- 
garding which minor changes were ore 
dered at the April meeting of the com- 
mission. 

Further study ‘will be given to devel- 
opment of the lower garden of Meridian 
Hilfpark, Sixteenth and W streets, and 
additional plans for memorial chapels 
for American military cemeteries in 
Europe will also be considered.
